Dp? NOT invest much monev in

Straight, dignified shoulders 
do not mean rigid shoulders.

Here is a good exercise for 
that purpose: 

Stand in an easy, natural po- 
sition, with your feet about four- 
teen inches apart. Now counting, 
move the shoulders slowly for- 
ward as far as they will go on 1, 
icve them upward-on the count 
of 2, backward on 3, and sharp- 
ly down on 4. This exercise will: 
take out any rigidity that im- 
proper carriage might have cre- 
ated. 

A strong, flexible back and 
Strong abdominal muscles are 
just as much a part of good pos- 
ture as strong, well carried 
shoulders. They must all work 
together, so this exercise was 
especially planned to help all of 
them at once. Lie down on a 
quilt or, mat on the floor. Roll 
over flat on your stomach. head 
turned to one side, arms extend- 
ed at right angles to your body, 
feet together and toes resting on 
the floor. 

Now bring your arms 
shoulders as far backward as 
you possibly can, breathing deep- 
Iv and raising your head and 
chest off the floor at the same 
time. Keep the legs straight. and 
using the back and thigh mus- 
cles, raise them slightly off the 
floor so that your weight rests 
on your thighs and abdomen. 
Hold that position while you 
count five. Relax for another 
count of five. then repeat. Five 
times to begin with, and later, 
ten or fifteen. After awhile you 
should be able to touch the 
bucks of ycur hands together be- 
hind vou.

physical defects 
tha’ cannot be easily corrected 
then try some cf these clever 
ways to adapt the new fashions 
to your figure. If your shoulders 
are Narrow and thin, wear some 
of the dresses with little puffed 
sleeves or cape collars. or some 
‘f the ruffy fichus to make them 
apnear broader.

HOW TO PUNISH 
ERRING CHILD 


By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 
* LITTLE girl on our street 
bas a peculiar skin ail- 
ment,” a mother writes, “and my 
ewn little girl seems to be more 
interested in this. child since I 
asked her to 
keep away 
from her. My 
Betty is two 
years older. I 
asked the 
little girl's 
mother why 
she doesn’t 
keep the 
child,indoors. 
She was 
highly indig- 
haht, saying 
that the doc- 
tor said ber 
sinlizot and that 
sed about contagion 
I ecculd keep my child indoors 
I can see her point, but that 
gocs not solve miyv problem. Yes- 
terday 1 though. ¢ would punish 
Fetty tor playing with the sick 
ittie cirl again, and kept her 
indoors all afternoon. This 
mor however, she deliber- 
fly sought her :ut again, What 
shall I do?” 
What {ts Punishment? 

It is human onrture to learn 
from experience. When we pun- 
sh and the lesson does not take, 
Gor’t blame the child. Obvious- 
ly something is wrong with our 
method of punishment. Broadly 
effective punishment is 
an unpleasant experience. The 
child has no sense of obligation, 
bo sense of right or wrong nor of 
danger either, until he is taught. 

‘Obviously, Betty’s curiosity 
has been touched concerning her 
iittle neighbor. There is some- 
thing about her now that sets 
her apart from oth r children 
and makes her a mo-e desirable 
‘companion, Then aiso she likes 
a Sense of adventure which ac- 
companies forbidden acts. And 
she js not always found out, 
which is a comfort. Or when she 
is, she is not always punished. 
{t is worth a chance. 

Betty’s mother thinks that she 
cunished her by keeping her in- 
doors all afternoon. But it is 
easy to see what happened. It 
is @ common mistake among 
parents. Betty’s mother probably 
explained that she would have to 
spend the afternoon indoors as 
“punishment” for having dis- 
ocoeyed. Then for the rest of the 
cay Betty was left to herself and 
she had a perfectly grand time 
playing. Whatever impression 
was made upon the child had 
nothing to do with punishment. 

An all-afternoon sentence is 
too long-drawn-out a session to 
be effective as punishment. Chil- 
Gren are very resourceful and 
soon find scmething to hold 
their interest, even when they 
suffer déptivation at the outset. 
To have meaning: as such, pun- 
ishment should be short and 
sharp.

Machine Age Problems 


Foreseen . . . Modern 
Technocrasy 
HILE modern technocrats, 


like Howard Scott, are fre- 
quently regarded as creators of 
@ new school of thought, their 
prophecies of increased 
ganization unless the machine 
age is reorganized, were made 
by New England factory and mill 
workers, twenty years before the 
Civil War. 

Elias Howe, inventor of the 
sewing machine, was born in 
Spencer, Mass., in 1819. Textile 
workers in the mills around Bos- 
ton, to which city Howe migrat- 
ed as.a lad of sixteen, did every- 
thing in their power to block his 
career, They almost did, too. Af- 
ter working for a cotton machine 
manufacturer for ten years. 
Howe eventually assembled a 
sewing machine. Then his trou- 
bles began. 


Instead of being hailed as a 
genius and a hero, his fellow- 
workers considered him an en- 
emy. It was said of him, that his 
invention would cut down the 
time of labor in production. The 
few friends he had, he lost, ard 
things came to such a pass that 
he was even unable to obtain the 
money necessary to take out a 
patent for his sewing machine. 
It was impossible for him to 
Scrape together funds for this 
purpose out of his meager earn- 
ings. However, being persistent, 
Howe finally managed to borrow 
sufficient money, and on Septem- 
ber 10, 1846, he was given a pat- 
ent on the first practical sewing 
machine. 

Armed with his patented sew- 
ing machine, Howe thought he 
was about to mount the slippery 
ladder of success. He offered his 
machine to his employers. They 
told him they thought well 
enough of it, but decided to con- 
sult’ their workers. Then came 
the hitch. The workers flatly 
and unanimously refused to use 
the machine. They described it 
as nothing, more or less, than a 
labor-saving device, and de- 
clared that labor was the one 
commodity which they proposed 
to maintain in order that they 
might continue to earn their liv- 
ings. 

The factory owners then told 
Howe that they were sorry, but 
had no desire to antagonize their 
employes. Howe was heartbroken. 
Here he had created a machine 
which would save workers’ ener- 
gies and his reward was loss of 
friendship and the refusal of 
anyone to give. his device a 
chance. He turned his eyes to- 
ward the Old World when his 
own country turned him down. 
Working for a railroad, Howe 
saved enough money for a pas- 
sage to Europe. After two years 
abroad, Howe sold his sewing 
machine to English manufactur- 
ers for a slight sum. He returned 
to America, to discover that imi- 
tations o. his machine had been 
introduced. After a long legal 
battle he established his right to 
the sewing machine patent, and 
when his patent expired in 1867, 


he had collected about $2,000,000. 


in royalties. He died in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., in October, 1867.

OW to come back to tech- 
nocracy and Howard Scott. 
First, technocracy is a serious 
effort to collate facts which may 
show which way industrial civ- 
ilization is moving. Until this 
idea of his became a topic for 
general discussion, Howard Scott 
was a chemist, somewhat eccen- 
tric, but likable, who mixed the 
secret formula for a floor polish. 
It must have been a pretty good 
floor polish, because one of his 
best customers was the great 
Columbia-Presbyterian Medical 
Center in New York City. Other 
facts in Scott's life are some- 
what obsqure. This is. because 
America’s Technocrat No. 1 has 
a penchant for telling somewhat 
confusing stories. 
Technocracy presumes that all 
the wealth.and functions of so- 


ciety ¢an be calculated in terms ~ 


of energy units. This presump- 
tion formed the basis for the 
“Energy Survey of North Amer- 
ica,” in which one man’s time 
for eight hours is. considered 
equal to 1,500,000 footpounds. 
Erergy charts have been made 
by the technocrats of about fifty 
industries in the United States. 

These energy charts, accerd- 
ing to the technocrats, show, or 
will show, that the present price 
system will not work Whet will 
work, they sas}, is @ werid man- 
aged by techutrats, wherein 
everyone does ar equal share of 
work, and enjoys ga equal and 
very large incoine in goods pro- 
vided by the state, or obtained 
by an exchahge of “erg” tokens. 
Just how this transformation 
from dollar economy to energy 
economy jis to come about, How- 
ard Scott hasn’t exactly ex- 
plained. 


Suffice to say, the thing man: 


has created to ease his lot in life, 
at this time in history, seems to 
have proven a veritable Frank- 
enstein. The machine has elim- 
inated man-power, but instead 
of giving him leisure, it appears 
to have given him unemploy- 
ment and even diseontentment.
